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REMARKS 

Claims 1-26 are currently pending in the present application. Claims 1 and 21 are 
independent. The Examiner states that claim 4 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim. By this amendment, 
claim 4 has been canceled and all of its features and limitations have been added to 
independent claims 1 and 21. As such, the art grounds of rejection have been rendered moot. 

CONCLUSION 

Accordingly, in view of the above amendments and remarks, and all of the stated 
grounds of rejection having been properly traversed, accommodated, and/or rendered moot, 
reconsideration and allowance of all claims in connection with the present application is 
earnestly solicited.
